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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on January 12, 2005 has been entered. No claims 
have been amended. Claims 1-4 have been cancelled. No claims have been added. 
Claims 5-6 are still pending in this application, with claim 5 being independent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Detlef (US 
6,351,523), as per the reasons set forth in the Office Action mailed on 8/12/2004, 
hereby incorporated by reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over by Detlef 
(US 6,351 ,523) in view of Finnigan (US 5,687,220), as per the reasons set forth in the 
Office Action mailed on 8/12/2004, hereby incorporated by reference. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on January 12, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Detlef does not disclose "automatic receipt of a call, as a 
voicemail feature; automatically recording of the message, and then automatically 
emailing the recording in digital form to a pre-defined email address." Examiner notes 
that the previous statement is not recited in either claim 5 or 6; and therefore is deemed 
irrelevant. 

Further, Applicant argues that Detlef does not teach "a voicemail greeting 
memory for recording a voicemail" and "playing the voicemail greeting upon receipt of 
the call"; the Examiner believes that such features are inherent and, thus, part of the 
voicemail gateway disclosed by Detlef. In addition, the "voice mail message greetings" 
and means to record such "greeting" are inherent and necessary in order to indicate to 
the caller that an unanswered call has been directed to a voicemail box. 

Regarding the arguments implying that Detlef does not teach "recording a voice 
message onto the voice recorder memory through the transmitter/receiver upon 
completion of playing the voicemail greeting" and "transmitting the voice message and 
the email address through the transmitter/receiver, the email address being associated 
with the voice message such that the voice message can be delivered as directed by 
the email address", these features are indeed disclosed by Detlef, please refer to Col. 4, 
lines 24-40.
